U. S. Vetoes Oil 


Pipeline For Israel 


TEL AVIV—A proposal by a 
French company to finance and 
build an oil pipeline through Is- 
rael from Eilat to Haifa has 
been thwarted by the United 
States State Department, 
learned unofficially here. 

The pipeline, which would 
have been capable of carrying 
20 million tons of oil a year, 
would have been built by a Unit- 
ed States of the 
French firm. When permission 
for the project was sought from 
the United States State Depart- 
ment, it was denied. 

As a result, Israel is going 
ahead with modest plans of its 
own to lay a small pipeline from 
Eilat to Beersheba to transport 
oil for its own needs. From 
Beersheba the oil would be car- 
ried by railroad tank car to 
Haifa, where it would be refined. 

The French proposal, which 
had the blessing of the French 
government, . would have _ ena- 
bled the Israel pipeline to trans- 
port the oil at $1.19 a ton as 
against $1.26 a ton cost for pas- 
sage through the Suez canal. 

Since the Suez canal is rapidly 
proving inadequate to handle 
the increaseg flow of ships, the 
Israel pipeline would have 
served as alternate means for 
bringing Mideast oil to Europe.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (NJP)—The increased security of Jews 
in the United States may pose a greater threat to the survival of 
Jewish values than the extermination camps of Hitler, the in- 


coming national director of B’nai B’rith Hillel Foundations de- 
clared here. 

Dr. Judah J. Shapiro, who takes over active guidance of the 
campus organization with 200 foundations all over the world, on 
Jan. 1, spoke at ceremonies marking the 30th anniversary of 


Hillel at the University of Michigan. 


“ ... IN THIS, COUNTRY,” he warned, 
increasingly from our past culture and traditions. 


“we are alienated 
We have not 
accepted the American right to exist with our own eultural dif- 
ferences and uniqueness. On the contrary, we are paying for 
‘equality’ in the American Scene by simply becoming ‘value-less 
people.” 

The only way American Jews can fulfill the role placed on 
them by history—to serve as a seed-bed for conserving Jewish 
cultural values for all the workd — is to re-awaken a sense of 
heritage among the young, Shapire asserted. 


THE NEW ACTIVE head of Hillel urged the re-dedication ¢f 
the organization as a laboratory of a new Jewish communal life 
in this country. He urged that Hillel be more than “a home away 
from home, more than a soeial center.” 

“It must,” he asserted, “take up the challenge to bring © 
200,000 Jewish students the. traditions that are theirs but are 
neglected through unawareness. It must foster a new pride ™ 
association with those traditions.” 


DR. WILLIAM HABER, Professor of Economics at University 
of Michigan, and chairman of the National Hille] Commissiom, 
presided at. the meeting, attended by some 200 student leader, 
faculty members, officials of the University and members of thé 
Jewish community of Ann Arbor.

Anti-Zionist Council 
Asks State Dept. 
For Expulsion Facts 


NEW YORK—The Department of State has been asked to 
obtain and release for publication the true facts concerning the 
present situation of Jews in Egypt. 

In a letter to the Secretary of State today, Clarence L. Cole- 


man Jr., 
out that political Zionism had 
frequently appeared to trans- 
form the religion of Judaism 
into a mere attribute of a po- 
litical “nationality” for Jews. 


MR, COLEMAN’S -ietter  re- 
ferred to recent cases of “an 
abuse of propaganda techniques 
when Arabs and Jews were in- 


‘ yolved.” 
“For example, earlier this 
year,” he recalled, . “wide pub- 


licity was given to the alleged 
dire plight of Moroccan Jews. 
When the right of emigration 
was restored to Moroccan Jews 
on a normal basis of individual 
option, replacing Zionist pres- 
sures for organizeqd mass immi- 
gration the Israel, the Moroccan 
Jewish crisis disappeared from 
the American press.” : 


THE AMERICAN Council for 
Judaism, however, does not know 
whether the present publicity 
campaign about Egyptian Jews 
is of the same character, Mr. 
Coleman added. 

“We do know,” he wrote, “that 
some nations and organizations 
how participating in the contro- 
versy are the same as _ those 
which participated in the Moroc- 
can situation.” 

‘IT IS important to know,” 
Mr. Coleman wrote, “before any 
final American judgment is for- 
mulated: 

Whether any action of the gov- 
ernment of Egypt is directed 
against Egyptians on the- basis 
of religious discrimination. 

“Whether Kgypt’s acts were 
related to widely published—but 
to us patently false—statements 
made in the Israeli Knesset by 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion on 
Nov. 7 to the effect that all 
Jews support the Israeli mili- 
tary action in Egypt. 

“Whether any Egyptian action 
has been on the basis of indi- 
vidual or group affiliations 
where, considering the tensions 
of the area, evidence seemed to 
justify some Egyptian security 
action, 

“Whether, even if the present 
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president of the American Council for Judaism, pointed 





crisis situation seemed to war- 
rant such security action, fair 
and open hearings will be ae- 
corded the individuals before any 
final disposition of their civil 


and property rights is deter- 
mined.” 

Calling attention to press re- 
ports featuring charges and 
counter-charges, Mr. Coleman

wilderment regarding the true 
facts.” 

“IT HAS even been admitted,” 
Mr. Coleman wrote, “by some 
that the situation about which 
they speak publicly is of an 
‘ambiguous’ character.”

28 “con- 
tributeg to the confusion about 
the Jews of Egypt,” Mr. Cole- 
man asserted, “by projecting a 
spiritual concept into what is 
clearly and unmistakably a po- 
litical situation.”

ISRAEL NOW GROWING 
ALL IT CAN EAT—REPORT 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—A rosy picture of the farming situation 
im Israel, with the nation producing all that the country can ab- 
sorb, was painted here by N. Verlinsky, director of Tnuyva, the 
central marketing agency for most of the country’s farm produce. 

Verlinsky said that farmers are producing so much now that 
the home market has reached 
the saturation point in some 
products. 


HE TOLD ALSO of increased 
exports, apart from citrus. He 
declared that over 9 million eggs 
and 1,200 tons of bananas had 
been exported last year, and 
that this year’s export of eggs 
should reach 20 million.

New Envoy To Italy 
States Jewish Views 


SAN FRANCISCO—In his first interview with a Jewish paper, 
J. D. Zellerbach, newly appointed U. S. Ambassador to Italy, as- 


serted that Zionism is no longer 


an issue. 


“The State of Israel is in existence,” he declared. 
The head of the $450 million Crown-Zellerbach empire, who 


at one time served as vice-pres- 
ident of Temple Emanu-E] (Re- 
form), said that “Jews have a 
more favorable and secure po- 
sition in the United States to- 
day than in any other place in 
the World, and I see no rea- 
son why this position should 
not ‘be maintaineg as long as 
we continue to behave as good 
Americans.” 

MR. ZELLERBACH believes 
that Jewish institutions should 
place particular emphasis on re- 
ligious education. He feels that 
there is no such thing as too 
much education and that the 
more Jewish children are taught 
of their heritage the better 
Americans and Jews they will 
be. 

Among Mr. Zellerbach’s nu- 
merous activities he has dlso 
served as a director of Jewish 


Community Publications, Inc¢., 
which publishes the Jewish 


“Community Bulletin, local Jew- 


ish weekly, 
HE POLITELY declined to be

‘Parents’ To Over 60 Children 
Can’t Stop Asking For More 


TORRINGTON, Conn.—The Myer Friedmans of Hartford have been “parents” to 64 children, 
more than any other family on the roles of the Hartford Jewish Social Service, and they can’t 


stop asking for more. 


Last May, after giving homes to 60 foster children,.the Friedmans decided they had done Deeacigst 
Mrs. Friedman took a job outside the home. 


“BUT WE missed the children 
terribly,” she said. “My husband 
pleaded with me to call the agen- 
cy and ask them te send more 
children around.” 

She did. 

Now Mrs. Friedman has her 
hands full with a two-month-old 
baby, a 4%-year-old boy, and a 
13-year-old boy, whe is staying 
with her until conditions at home 
improve, so he can return, or 
until he can go en te a more 
permanent foster home. 


SAYING GOOD-BYE to the 
children is the “toughest part of 
being a foster mother,” says 
Mrs. Friedman. “I get used to 
the idea of their leaving by say- 
ing to myself, maybe tomorrow 
there will be another, and may- 
be it will be a baby when the 
doorbell rings.” 

Uually, when foster children 
leave the Friedmans, the foster 
parents do not keep any contact 
with them. Social workers from 
the Jewish Social Service here 
have told them it is best not to. 


THE FRIEDMANS have one 
exception, however, He is David. 

David first came to live with 
the Friedmans, 68 Mansfielg st., 
Hartford, when he was 13, a ref- 
ugee from Germany. His par- 
ents were killed during the war. 
He stayed with the Friedmans 
until he entered the service 
at 18. 


“WHEN DAVID first came to 
live with us,” Mrs, Friedman re- 
calls, “he didn’t speak a word 
of English. Ang Marvin, my son, 
didn’t speak a word of German. 
But they became great pals.” 

Now David is studying engin- 
eering at Boston university. Next 
June, he will be best man at the 
Friedmans’ son’s wedding. 

Mrs. Friedman began her “‘ca- 
reer” when her own two children 
were in school and she found 
time weighing heavily. 


THEN SHE heard a plea for 
foster homes; and discussed the 
idea with her family. She calied 
the agency, and it wasn’t long 
until] the Friedman home be- 
came lively with children. 

Mrs. Friedman said her hus- 
band, Myer, a driver-salesman. 
loves having the children in the 
house. He helps by walking the 
floor with the babies at night. 

How long: does it take to make 
a child comfortable in a strange 
home? “It depends on how much 
hurt he’s had before he comes.” 

When the doorbell rings. Mrs. 
Friedman knows that the caller 
may be a social worker with an- 
other child for her. She has reom 
in her eight-room house and in 
her héart for all of them.

Alpert er greater de- 
gree of security the Sinai cam- 
paign may have brought to Is- 
rael’s southern border, and ir- 
respective of the general belief 
that a regional peace is closer 
today than it has ever been in 
the past eight years, the fact 
remains that the closing of the 
Suez canal and the near rup- 
ture of relations with the So- 
viet Union have had a serious 
‘effect on the internal life of the 
country. 

Of the many aspects that have 
been touched, the one most im- 
mediately felt is that bound up 
with the shortage of oil. 


BECAUSE WE refuse to play 
ball with Russia, and exposed 
their plans for a Communist of- 
fensive in the. Middle East, the 
rulers of the Kremlin now fe- 
fuse to sell us oil. In its role 
of moralist schoolteacher of the 
world, the United States also 
refuses to sell us their oil. Other 
sources have become increasing- 
ly unavailable to us, as_ they 
are drawn upon by Britain and 
France, who are also, to a de- 
gree, being “punished” by Mr. 
Dulles. 

In Israel] everything runs on 
oil or its by-products. The op- 
eration of our whole irrigation 
system, the jugular vein of the 
country, depends on oil. Fortu- 
nately we are now entering the 


rainy season. All transport in 
the country —TYrailroads, trucks, 
private cars, and army vehi- 
cles of all kinds — depend on 


oil. But chief of all, electricity 
supply of the country is gen- 
erated by oil-operated power 
plants. No oil—no eleciricity. 
And so we are now living in 
a spartan period of strict regu- 
lation and control of electric 
power, What this may mean to 
industry and the problems of 
equitable rationing of power for 
productive purposes may well 
be imagined. For the moment, 
I will confine myself to the ef- 
fect which such reglation has 
upon the datly life of the rési- 
dents—for an entire new set of 
habits must be learned.

FOR ONE thing, every house- 


wife has become an authority 
on kilowatts and kilowatt hours. 
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Lack of Electricity 
Has Changed Life In Israel 
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She knows her monthly ration 
which she is allowed, dependent 
on the size of her apartment; 
she has learned to read the 
electric meter, and she watches 


it regularly to make sure that 
she is living within her ration. 

Illumination has, of course, 
been sharply curtailed. We are 
limited to one 60-watt bulb per 
room. 


How quickly one learns the 
habit of switching off lights 
when going from room to room. 
The toaster, we learn, is a great 
consumer of power, and that 
has been consigned to a back 
shelf in the pantry. The iron is 
another hungry appliance, and 
its use is rigidly restricted. Only 
the most essential clothing is 
ironed. Bed sheets are just as 
clean when not ironed. And how 
grateful we are for our dacron 
shirts, 

Most homes in Israel heat 
their hot water supply electri- 
cally. We have learned to our 
horror that if the boiler is 
switched on for only six hours, 
from midnight to 6 a.m., it con- 
sumes no less than 9 kilowatts 
of power, or as much as a week 
of other normal household use. 
Result: Hot water only once a 
week,

MEMBERS OF the _ family 
who insist upon being clean can 
take sponge baths with water 
heated over the kerosene burn- 
er. Kerosene is for the time be- 
ing still available, though we 
look forward with some dread 
to the day when the supply may 
dwindle. 

(Our young Joel regards the 
limitation of hot baths to once 
a week as something of a per- 
petual reward!) 

We have learned to accumu- 
late the necessary trips, and to 
open the refrigerator door only 
every once in a while, with each 
list of foods to be inserted or 
extracteq carefully planned in 
advance, 

We find that people have be- 
come more sociable. There seems 
to be a greater desire to spend 
an evening out at someone else’s 
home, consuming their 60 watts 
rather than one’s own. 

Every other street light has 
been extinguished for the eve- 
ning hours, and for night-time 
all street lights are out except 
on the main avenues. Use of 
electricity for window display 
or advertising purposes is 
banned, and so all the color has 
gone out of the shopping areas 
of an evening. 

Very much the same is hap- 
pening in all of Western Eu- 
rope, we understand. We real- 
ize, as we good naturedly adapt 
ourselves to this austerity, thaf] 
all this is part of the “punish- 
ment” coming to us from Uncle 
Sam because we dared to oppose 
Communist infiltration in the 
Middle East and because we in- 
sist on resisting aggression and 
hostility.

‘Skull Sessions’

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from the viewpoint of lily-white

ply the game for the pure fun 
of it, and.at the cost of putting 
a considerable strain on an al- 
ready overburdened academic 
schedule. 

The average day of a Yeshiva 
University student makes the 
man in the gray flannel suit 
seem like a slightly energized 
version of a retired tea-taster. 

Three of the first-string Ye- 
shiva players are pre - dental 
students, one is a medical stu- 
dent and the fifth is preparing 
for the rabbinate. Clearly, their 
curricula are more arduous than 
those faced by the basket-weav- 
ing and water polo majors en- 
rolled at some sports-slap happy 
institutions. 


DESPITE the strains of a 
schedule often running from 6 
a. m. to 8 p. m., and which may 
encompass’ religious instruc- 
tions, chemistry, French and a 
lengthy lab session, Yeshiva 
cagers meet thrice weekly for 
practice—that is if studies don’t 
interfere. 

“They tell me they can’t come 
to practice and I ask: ‘Why?,’ 
and they say: ‘Gotta study,’ 
and what can I say?” explains 
Coach Bernie (Red) Sarachek. 
“Studies come first with these 
kids ,but basketball is a chal- 
lenge they meet. That they 
have time to play basketball is 
a miracle.” 

That may be so, but that they 
get away with it is even a 
greater one. How long would 
the fellows on one of the “big- 
time” squads last if they skipped 
practice with such a lousy ex- 
cuse as having to study? They’d 
lose their athletic scholarships 
faster than one can say Jackie 
Robinson. 


NO SUCH DANGER at Ye- 
shiva University. There are no 
athletic scholarships — in fact, 
the school doesn’t even have its 
own basketball court. Practice 
is held in a high school gym. 

Those “skull sessions” men- 
tioned earlier often feature men 
in motion—especially when they 
are held on the 8th Ave. subway, 
with team members gathered 
around Coach Sarachek and his 
portable blackboard. 

With all these difficulties it 
Seems almost inconceivable that 
Yeshiva has developed a basket- 
ball player of the first rank— 
Irwin Blumenreich, named to the 
All-City squad last year. 

Sarachek thinks Blumenreich, 
a dental student, is good enough 
to star on any college team in 
the nation. 

He’ll have a chance to prove 
it again this season in leading 
the Mighty Mites of Yeshiva 
through a 19-game schedule. 

And, who knows, if the boys 
from the Washington Heights 
area of New York match last 
year’s record, it may revolu- 
tionize the yarmulke industry. 

But that bit about study being 
more important than practice— 
that will never sell.

REFUGEES MAKE OUTSTANDING FARMERS

A number of Jewish peopie during recent years migrated to the United States, settled on the 
land, and become outstanding farmers. 
Most of them never did any farming before coming here. 


Louis Goldschmidt was one 


of these. 


HE CAME from Nazi Germany in 1937 on a temporary visa, and to stay in this country per- 


manently had to get a deed to 
a farm. The Jewish Agricul- 
tural society helped him, and 
just a day or two before his visa 
expired he acquired 180 acres 
in Windsor, N. Y. His land was 
stocked with poor cattle, and he 
had little equipment, but that 
did not deter him. He brought 
his wife, son, and daughter to 
this country. He bought more 
land and gradually built up his 
herd, which is now accredited, 
tuberculosis - tested, registered 
stock. 

Later, his son went to Cor- 
‘nel, where he majored in dairy 
farming. 


TODAY, Go'dschmidt and his 
son have one of the best farms 
im the area, and are counted 





among the outstanding farmers 
of the area. 

Another family, the Siegfried 
Levys, are an exception to the 
rule. They were dairy farmers 
in Germany before they were 
forced to flee the Nazi terror. 

When they first arrived in the 
United States, they settled on 
a run-down dairy farm in Ab- 
bington, Conn., and developed 
one of the highest - producing 
herds in their county. 

ONE SON, Harry Levy, bought 
a dairy farm of his own near 
by. When his health failed, 
Harry turned to poultry farm- 
ing and is now located in Mid- 
dieboro, Mass.

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DORE SCHARY NEEDS WORK 


Now that Dore Schary is looking for work, we have 
a suggestion: 

Mr. Schary, although a leading figure in the land of 
make-believe, where almost everything depends on outer 
looks, has always been a strong, positive Jew. While he 
might be conferring with some of the screen’s top beauties 
during the day, he could be found working for a Jewish 
college or a Jewish camp or some cause in which human 
betterment was the goal, in his spare time, which in Jew- 
ish community work means almost 24 hours a day. 

But Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer has come under new own- 
ership, and Mr. Schary will soon desist from turning the 
lion’s tail which has evoked that remarkably timely growl 
with which M-G-M productions announced themselves at 
your theatre. 

Looking for work, Mr. Schary went back to his home 
town, Newark, where he was once an amateur actor and 
producer at the YMHA, to make a speech. The affair was 
the building fund drive for a new Jewish center and an 
old-age home. Mr. Schary’s efforts, among others, netted 
$1,500,000 that evening, and we hold the thesis that 
the UJA er the Israel Bond organization might do worse 
than hire him. 

Mr. Schary make an intelligent presentation. Here 
are a few paragraphs from what he said, which we have 
excerpted from a report in The Jewish News, of Newark: 


“If I do not take care of my own family as a special in- 
terest, it becomes the responsibility of someone else, and I see 
nothing dangerous and nothing venal in my assuming ob- 
ligations for my family—and my family interests then broaden 
into my responsibility for my city, my state, my nation, my 
world and my religion. 

“If, as a Jew, I can help another Jew become a more re- 
sponsible member of his community, I have not limited my- 
self to helping a Jew—I have helped my community... in 
the same way that if I can help my children become respon- 
sible members of my family, they will become responsible 
citizens of the world in which they live.” 


NON-JEWS AS ATTRACTIONS 


We offer our congratulations to the Hebrew Theologi- 
cal College of Chicago on the ground-breaking ceremonies 
last Sunday for its new $5 million campus. The college 
officials, headed by Rabbi Oscar Z. Fasman, and Max Bress- 
ler, the chairman of the building fund, are to be praised 
for their vision and efforts. 

In Europe, academies of higher Jewish learning were 
spread all throughout the principal cities. In the United 
States so far there is no Jewish institution of higher learn- 
ing in the South, the one in Chicago, the Telshe Yeshiva 
in Cleveland and Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati are 
the three in the Midwest, and the two now in Los Angeles 
make up the handful of rabbinical schools away from the 
Eastern Seaboard. ' 

There has been considerable criticism of our Jewish 
community for calling on non-Jews whenever some out- 
standing Jewish occasion was being celebrated. The non- 
Jew attracted the Jews, the reasoning must have been. 
This is, of course, something that history will seize upon 
when it records the growing pains of the United States 
Jewish community. 

But, so far, this lack of self-respect has been most 
evident in meetings to sell Israel Bonds, or fund-raising af- 
fairs for the United Jewish Appeal, although even here it 
is rapidly disappearing. 

At the Hebrew Theological College testimonial dinner 
that same night to Max Cohen, as lovable and gracious a 
Jewish person as you would want to know, the principal 
speaker was Senator Wayne Morse. There is no question 
about Sen. Morse’s friendliness to the Jewish people, but 
isn’t he a little out of place at a banquet to raise funds for 
a Jewish seminary? 


EXTREMISM HOLDS SWAY 


The American Council for Judaism is going from bad 
to worse. 

For some time now, the Council has divorced itself 
even from the fund-raising arms of the United States Jew- 
ish community. ' 

The newest action of the Council, which plainly shows 
that it has little faith in other Jews, is its news release 
casting doubt on the current difficulties of Egyptian Jews. 
The impression is even openly given that perhaps the Jews 
of Egypt deserve this treatment. Israel, the Council in- 
sinuates, is blameworthy, which thereby exculpates Nasser. 

It’s a sorry business, and we can’t quite understand 
what the Council hopes to gain. 

Their stand against Jewish all-day schools (NJP, Dec. 
7, 1956) fits into the pattern. Why does the Council ob- 
ject if some Jews (or many) wish a more intensive Jew- 
ish education for their children? 

For a long time, it is our guess, there must have been 
a restraining influence which prevented some of the ex- 
tremists in the Council from openly attacking everything 
the Jewish community holds sacred. ~ 

Whatever it is, the extremists in the Council now seem 
to hold sway, and this being so, we wonder if the Council’s 
“actions have the support of some of the people of convic- 
tion whom we happen to know hold important roles in the 
organiatzion? 
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The EDITOR'S CHAIR vee 
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THIS MONTH marks a full year now that 
the occupant of this chair has been sitting 
in two seats—and almost at one time. It 
has been that long since George Vass left our 
editorial department, where he was manag- 
ing editor, to take a position with a daily 
paper. 

Partly out of necessity, partly out of 
nostalgia to get back into my first love — 
putting out the paper itself — we assumed 
the managing editor’s post. 

We've. treasured every minute of the 
work, even those minutes which were after 
midnight or before 6 a. m., but it’s an ex- 
acting task, and now we're ready to turn it 
over to a new employee—managing editor— 
as soon as we can locate him (or her). 

This job requires a talented newspaper- 
man with considerable experience. Someone 
who can step into the shoes left vacant by 
competent journalists like Ben Gallob and 
Moshe Kohn, and, of course, George Vass. 


WE OPERATE here in perhaps an odd 
way — something we’ve never been able to 
make people who have complaints about our 
news handling, understand. 

The managing editor is in complete con- 
trol. The editor, who is I, normally writes 
only the editorials and the Editor’s Chair, al- 
though if he attends a conyention or stumbles 
onto a hot news story that doesn’t mean that 
he doesn’t cover them, 

But weeks have gone by here, under the 
regimes of our past managing editors, when 
we never saw the paper until it came off the 
press. When those who thought they had a 
beef about the handling of some news Story 
came to me with their grievance, we ex- 
plained very carefully that we would have to 


a? 


inquire into the matter, because we had me 
knowledge of where the story came from, or 
about its handling, etc. No one believed us, 
we're sure, yet we can’t see the intelligence 
of having a competent editorial department, 
if they are not to be relied upon. — 

Under our system, they soon learn self- 
reliance, or else. 

We like the system, and now that we're 
ready to go back to being publisher only, 
we’re in the market for a managing editor. 
We hope we can get a good one soon, and if 
you know of anyone interested in working 
on the toughest challenge any newspaperman 
could have, have him write to us. 


FOR A NUMBER of years now we've al- 
ways made a big promotion, either through 
thousands upon thousands of letters solicit- 
ing subscriptions as presents, or either through 
the columns of The POST of Hanuka as the 
time for sending gift subscriptions, 

Finally, we gave it up as a bad job. 

The magazines all seem to go in heavy 
for the idea of gift subscriptions at Xmas, 
and from what we know, this accounts for 
a substantial number of their new subscrip- 
tions. 

But for us, for some reason, it hadn't 
seemed to work. 

Consequently, this year we never even 
so much as wasted one line to promote the 
idea. 

So what happens? 

Readers begin to flood us with letters 
bringing orders for gift subscriptions for their 
friends, or for their children at school, etc. 

For all of which we are grateful, albeit 
somewhat confused at the same time.

And He Favored The 
Younger Over The Elder 





The young men who are leading the re- 
bellion against the Soviet-controlled govern- 
ment in Hungary are all children of the 
revolution. They were born after Soviet 
communism had come to power, and they 
have known no other government. They 
pone heard in their childhood that 
the philosophy of Marx and 
Lenin was the birth cry of 
a new freedom, a freedom 
from economic slavery as 
well as from politica] 
tyranny. And now that gov- 
ernment has become old, re- 
actionary, repressive. The 
flaming evangels of October, 
1917, have become the Steel 
Pharaohs of 1956. The men 


Weinstein 
who won their spurs by inciting revolution 
are now the men, or the colleagues of the 
men, who are repressing revolution with 
ruthless bloodshed. 


THIS INELUCTABLE tendency of rebel- 
lious youth to become conservative manhood 
is nowhere better revealed than in the closing 
sedra of Genesis. When Joseph hears that 
his father Jacob is on his deathbed, he brings 
his sons Manasseh and Ephraim, to receive 


the blessing from the hands of Jacob. Jacob - 


deliberately places the right hand of the 
authentic blessing over the head of the 
younger son Ephraim, instead of the older 
Manasseh; and persists in doing so even 
after Joseph has protested this procedure, It 
will be recalled that Jacob and Joseph and 
Isaac before them had been so favored. 

This favoritism of the younger not only 
violated the accepted law and custom of pri- 
mogeniture, but brought about the violent 
enmity of Ishmael as against Isaac, and Esau 


as against Jacob, and the older sons of Jacob © 


as against Joseph. Jacob knew all this, but 


still persisted in blessing Ephraim before 


Manasseh. What accounts for this strange 
reversion of values? Is it not doubly strange 
that this should become a continuous pattern 
with a people recognized for its respect of 
the elder, a people whose wise men had to 
wear beards to entitle their opinions to the 
proper reverence? 


THOMAS MANN gives a very involved, 
deterministic, psycho-analytic explanation — 
more Jungian than Freudian—in his theory 
of the “Time Coulisse.” He believes that this 
repetition compulsion is fixed in the blood 
and is conveyed through the racial memory 


which, among other things, annihilates time, 
so that Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Joseph 
are all being pushed by the same on-going 
compulsion to do what they have to do. This 
favoring of the younger is, since time is il- 
lusory, only a return to their own lost youth. 

I prefer to see in this pattern of favor- 
ing the younger a sober realization on the part 
of the sages of Israel that age corrupts the 
imagination and cools the ardors of youth; 
that in order to preserve the vitality to pro- 
ject the group into the future the elders must 
prepare the seed of the rebellion which will 
overthrow them. In this sense, Israel is the 
permanent underground, the eternal yeast, 
the perennial Elijah spirit, ever willing to 
plough the cake of custom, to put rollers un- 
der thrones, and give only a day-to-day lease 
to authority. 

Anchored to Torah, rooted to God, Israel 
feels free to dispense with man-made hier- 
archies which would forever place the elder 
over the younger.

It seems that the law of hu- 
manity does not equally apply 
to all people everywhere par- 
ticularly when it affects the 
Jewish people. 

As Americans we were proud 
when President Eisenhower an- 
nounced that we will open our 
gates to admit 20,000 Hungarian 
refugees fleeing from _ their 
Communist persecutors. We wel- 
come even more the liberal and 
generous recommendation made 
by Representative Walter who 
proposes to admit a great num- 
ber, particularly so when it 
eomes from the lips of the fa- 
mous Rep. Walter, the co-au- 
thor of the infamous MacCar- 
ran-Walter Immigration Law. 

These magnanimous humane 
acts on the part of our govern- 
ment to save people are highly 
commendable, They made the 
lamp of liberty at the golden 
gate at Liberty Island glow a 
little brighter—a light that has 
been extinguished during the 
last 20 years. 

As we turn the pages of his- 
tory back a little, we find our- 
selves baffled and confused

Germany under the Hitler re- 
gime; more dangerous because 
unlike the Hungarians who re- 
volted against the yoke of Com- 
munism, the Jews did not revolt. 
They were not permitted to live 
even if they submitted to the 
barbaric law of Nazism Jews 
were ordained to be liquidated 
regardless. 

When we pause to analyze the 
advent of the wanton slaughter 
of the innocent six million men, 
women and children, we wonder 
when the historians chronicle 
that period, one of the blackest 
pages in all history, whether 
they will be able to justify the 
civilized nations by taking one 
stand. to save Hungarian human 
lives, and a decade prior another 
affecting Jews fleeing for their 
lives from a more deadly mur- 
Can the civilized 
nations, including our great de- 
mocracy, really come to _ the 
court of world public opinion 
with clean hands or will the na- 
tions of the free world, includ. 
ing our own, find themselves 
occupying part of that black 
page as accessory during the 
fact.

Kashrut Observed By Non-Kosher, Too 


LEWISTOWN, Pa. (NJP)— 
Even where the non-kashrut ob- 
servers form only 2 per cent 
of the affiliates, Jewish centers 
practice kashrut and observe 
the Sabbath, it was agreed by 
those taking part in a session 
of the annual convention of the 
Middle Atlantic section of the 
National Jewish Welfare Board. 

The report of the sessions, 
which took place last month in 
Wilkes-Barre, appeared in The 
Messenger of the Ohev Sholom 
Synagogue and Community Cen- 
ter here. 

“On the question of the strict 
observance of kasitrut and Sab- 
bath in Centers,” the report 


said, “ he (Dr. Sidney C. Sivitz) 
found it the unanimous opinion 
ef all representatives present 
that these ebservances be strict- 





ly adhered to even of those from 
Reform and Conservative affil- 
jiates where only 2 per cent or 
less of the membership were 
personally observant.”

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WRIGHT DENIES REMARKS, | 
REPORTER CHALLENGES HIM 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)—The State Department finally 
took official cognizance of the protests against anti-Semitic views 
of Edwin M. Wright, assistant dean of the Foreign Service In- 


stitute (FSI) this week. 


It issued through Harold B. Hoskins, director of the FSI, an 


official denial of the report 
(NJP, Nov. 9, 1956) in The Na- 
tional Jewish POST from its 
Washington correspondent, Lil- 
lian G. Levy, in which a number 
of bizarre statements about 
Jews made by Wright were pub- 
lished. 

Hoskins forwarded the state- 
ment by Mr. Wright to Michael 
G. Tress, president of Agudath 
Israel of America, which had 
specifically protested the re- 
marks attributed to Wright in 
which he was alleged to have 
attacked Orthodox Jewry as a 
non-productive element of mod- 
-ern society. 

Wright’s statement follows in 
full: 

The following is a cor- 
rection to a report in The 
National Jewish POST of 
Nov. 9, 1956, which pur- 
ported to represent my 
views. I did not make the 
statements attributed to 
me in the article nor do 
they represent my views. 
Rather than merely deny 
the correctness of the re- 
port, I would like to make 
a positive reply. I spoke 
purely by personal] arrange- 
ment. The topic was “Cul-

tural Patterns In Islam.” 
In an hour’s presentation 
I never discussed Judaism. 

As an illustration of the 
distortions in the article, 
a question was asked after 
the talk which concerned 
the influence of various 
authoritarian groups in Is- 
lam. I replied that in order 
to understand these dog- 
mas, we needed only to go 
back in our own religious 
histories a few centuries 
to find that doctrinal cor- 
rectness or Orthodoxy was 
mandatory. Therefore, as 
science and new ideas en- 
tered the old “Orthodox” 
world, its advocates often 
Suffered opposition. and 
persecution. Here I men- 
tioned Maimonides, Spin- 
oza, Galileo, and the 
“orthodoxy” of Geneva un- 
der the Protestants. The 
newspaper report puts this 
in the present tense, omits 
any reference to other than 
Jewish “orthodoxies” and 
thus gives a false conclu- 
sion. The internal evidence 
in the report proves I was 
speaking of a bygone age 
and _ another’ continent. 
Other statements in the 
article have been similarly 
misrepresented.

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)—Rabbi David Panitz, who has 
challenged the bigoted staternents made by Edwin G. Wright be- 
fore his class in the Foreign Service Institute, was assured this 
week that the statements attributed to Wright are being investigated. 

In a meeting with William Roundtree, assistant Secretary of

Roundtree told Rabbi Panitz 
that unfactual statements or 
views which were contrary to 
those held by the United States 
and the State Department would 
not be tolerated in any of his 
departments. 

Rabbi Panitz, who has a com- 
prehensive report of Wright's 
remarks made in a classroom 
lecture, charged (NJP, Nov. 30, 
56) that the lecture was “re- 
plete with intemperate and snide 
remarks against Jews, thereby 
casting aspersions against Am.- 
erican Jews.”

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Real Assurances 
Asked By Israel 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Is- 
rael will never be a passive vic- 
tim to Nasser, Golda Meir told 
an overflow audience at the Na- 
tional Press Club here. 


“The right of statehood and 
sovereignty belongs to Israel no 
less than to each-and every one 
of the 10 Arab States,” Israel’s 
foreign minister asserted. 

She declared that Israel must 
have real assurances against 
aggression, before she would 
withdraw from Egyptian terri- 
tory. She added that there must 
be freedom of navigation for 
all nations through the Suez 
Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba. 
and “there must be no possibil- 
ity whatever of Egypt’s threat- 
ening ... hostilities against Is- 
rael from the previous position 
occupied by its army.” 

She said that the United Na- 
tions is in a position to secure 
these legitimate aims by calling 
Israel and her neighbors tq di- 
rect negotiations for peace.

ACCURATE SAYS 
MRS. LILLIAN LEVY 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Mrs. 
Lillian G. Levy, Washington 
correspondent of The National 
Jewish POST, stood her ground 
this week in face of the denial 
by Edwin G. Wright, assistant 
dean of the Foreign Service In- 


stitute, and challenged once 
again the specific statements 
she reporteg that he made 


against Jews. The report, which 
appeared in the Nov. 9 issue of 
The POST, told of a_ speech 
made by Wright before a group 
of about 60 persons in the Na- 
tional Presbyterian church, the 
one which President Eisenhower 
attends, 


Mrs. Levy referred to lengthy 
notes made at the time Mr. 
Wright was speaking. The notes 
were taken by one of Mrs. Levy’s 
aids. 

She also asked why Mr. 
Wright admitteg to Robert G. 
Spivack, reporter for the New 
York Post, that the report in 
The National Jewish POST. 
although misinterpreted, was 
accurate. 


SPIVACK CONFIRMED here 
again that Wright had told him 
n two telephone interviews, 
which he reported in his own 
paper, that Mrs. Levy’s report 
of his remarks was correct. 

Mrs. Levy’s statement follows: 


In issuing this denial 
Wright overlooked the fact 
that on Nov. 16 the New 
York Post carried the story 
of two telephone interviews 
its veteran correspondent, 
Robert G. Spivack, hag with 
Wright in the course. of 
which Spivack reported, 
“Wright di@ not deny the 
quotes attributed to him, but 
said they were misinterpret- 
ed by Mrs, Levy .. .” 


SPIVACK’S report states 
that Wright claims all his 
comments are carefully doc- 
umented and he _ quotes 
Wright as saying about this 
reporter, “She quotes me as 
saying that Maimonides was 
excommunicated. Well. that’s 
not my report. That’s the 
Encyclopedia Britannica.” 

This reporter checked the 
current edition of the ency- 
clopedia Rritannica as well 
as several earlier editions. 
and no such statement ap- 
pears in any editions 
checked. which indicates 
Wright's so-calleq “careful 
documentation” is in error 
in this instance unless 
Wright has a special Britan- 
nica edition with the mistn- 
formation. 

In Snivack’s storv on his 
two interviews with Wricht, 
who now denies the state- 
ments discussing Judaism 
attributed to him by me on 
Nov. 9, Svivack reports 
Wricht said, “the references 
to_Judaism were incidental 
to the authoritarian devel- 
opment of modern institu- 
tions.” 


THIS REPORTER auoted 
Wright as saying “Zionist 
ideology comes straight out 
of Deuteronomv.” While 
Wright denies this. he told 
Spivack, “Manv of the ideas 
one finds in Zionism are to 
be found in Deuteronomy 
It’s the concept that the 
Jews are a chosen people to 
belong in that land (Israel).” 

These inconsistencies and 
self-contradictions of Wricht 
were pointed out to the For- 
eign Service Institute, How- 
ever, the FSI and the State 
Department, through its of- 
ficial. spokesman, maintain 
that Wright is a responsible 
man. In a telephone inter- 
view with this reporter® the 
spokesman said “the Depart- 
ment thinks he is a responst-

ASKED IF any changes 

were contemplated in the 
Near East course given Dy 
Wright to junior FSI offi- 
cers aS a consequence of 
the strong protest lodged by 
Rabbi David Panitz with 
Hoskins, based on a_ stu- 
dent’s summary of a Wright 
lecture, the spokesman said 
that as far as he knows 
“they don’t feel the charges 
were important enough to 
change the courses”; but he 
would check further. 
The spokesman went on to 
say that “when you have a 
man like Dean Wright who 
has a _ subject matter’ so 
much a part of him that he 
doesn’t speak from _ notes 
but speaks extemporaneous- 
ly from what he knows, he 
can speak and no one cen- 
sors it.” 

THE SPOKESMAN $s said 
that everyone wonders how 
the Middle East got that 
way. 


He went on to say that 
Dean Wright’s approach. is 
an. historical one, and that 
he doesn’t give Middle East 
policy. His lectures are de- 
voted to-general theory and 
background, said the spokes- 
man. The FSI is like a grad- 
uate school] and is semiauton- 
omous. It is not policy mak- 
ing, explained the official. 

REFERRING to junior 
FSI officers who take the 
course, the spokesman said, 
“these students are not stu- 
pid. They must pass very 
stiff competitive exams to 
qualify for FSI. They lis- 
ten te this Wright’s lec- 
tures as general background. 
. . . They do not necessarily 
take everything he says ver- 
batim, although some of 
them may.” 

According to the spokes- 
man, Wright’s Nov. 21 de- 
nial “satisfied Mr. Hender- 
son and the White House,” 
as well as the congressmen 
who had made inquiries and 
had received copies of 
Wright’s denial. 
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
